The documents to which Mr. Lloyd George frequently referred 

in the House of Commons, proving the active connection of Sinn Fein 
leaders with the Germsn Government in war time, have heen pub- 

lisned in a White Paper. They are mest misceilaneous in characte’, 
including secret letters intercepted at sea or found in New York, and 
Bernstoff's intercepted wireless, These show that after Sir Rogar 
Casament’s capture and the failure of the Easter rebellion in 1916, 
new plots were made in 1917 and 1915. Germany was urgently besought 
to support tha landings cf_a%tas with troops, but declined. though ghe 
made elaborate plans to land arms and munitions at Galway and 
Tralee. The White Paper remarks laconically that these eonsign- 
ments never reached_Ireland. . It was after the failure az the plot 
in April, 2918, that Devalera and other Sinn Feiners were arrested. 
Documents were found in Devalera’s possession, including a scheme 
for organising of an Irish army and navy. The documents ahow that 
atter America entered tha war-communication between the revolu- 
tionaries in America and the Sinn Feiners in Ireland was maintained 
by a service of messengers, while Germany maintained communica: 
tion with Sinn: Fein by meaas of submarines off the west coast of 
Ireland.

Colonial Affairs. 


Tho resignation of Lord Milner 
as Sacretary of State for tha Col- 


-fonies has once again taised the 


question of the splitting up of the 
Calonial Department in such a 
way that the affairs of the 
Dominions shall recaive saparate 
attention. The idea is that there 
be anew Dominions Dapartmont 
created and that tha Colonial 
Offica in future only control the 
Crown Colonies and tha Protec- 
ates. Té that davelopmant 
eventuates, it will be a step of 
considerable interest to Hong- 
kone as ons of the largest 
and most important of the Crown 
Colonies. We have often had 
the feeling that so far as the 
Colonial Offica is cancerned, 
Hongkong must be a 

name and that there 
the haziest notion both as 
to its importance and = its 
patticutar problema, Of late, it 
is true, its affairs have been the 
subject of numbers of questions- 
in Parliament, thanks ta the 
presence there of Colonel Ward, 
though we are beginning to feel 
that it has not been altogether o 
good advertisement that Hoog-

COLONIAL OFFICE REFORM; 


: Viscount Milner’s resignation of the Colonial Secretaryship is 
announced, withou: any reason being assigned. Originally a Liberal 
of prominence.it was inevitable that he should beassailed with a cer- 

 tainamount of invective by the Press of that party when he came out 
asa strong Unichis:, shough atsuredly there i little in bis lordship’s 
record that w bruad-minded patrios would look back upon witb re- 
probation. It has been claimed for him that he was the author of 
the Scuth African Union, a bola experiment, which after a promis- 
ing start followed by a somewhat chequered career, looks like 
Justifying itself now tha: Genera! Si.uts and the leaders of the 
Umonis: Party have reatised the wislom of joining hants. 
Certainly the Liberal Party candoytepreach Lord Afitmer with 
being a laggard in relation to the progress of Colonial self. 
Government. Lf anything, he is more likely to be criticised by his 
Conservative associates fur lis advanced views in this respect, which 
comprise the doctring that autonomy must proceed “until the fast 
remnant of sutordination has disappeared ” (we ase not positive thas 
We have quuted with atsolute exactitude the text of bis lordybip’s 
declaration, but suc ig ia substance) For the matter of that, the 
great self-governing Dominions have advanced so far along the road 
to independynce—altouugh, happily the Listory of the war demons- 
trated their luyalty to the iniperial conuection—that they cannes be 
Jar removed trom the condition indicated by the retiring Colonial 
decretary. The present Colonial Under Secretary, Colonel Amery, 
who hes made cunsidcrablo wark in tha: office, though ‘possibly 
lacking in experience ofthe higher kind of Tesponsibuity, is not 
unnaturally velny mentioned as successor. His recent outspoken 
utterance regarding “ rigtt to secession on the part of Colonies was 

generally considered to pave struck an appropriate note,’ ~ 

' Colunel Amery, a3 just sSated. is being spoken of as the 
prospective Culowial Secretary, but if the cabled statement from the 
Loney published on Saturday 1s well-tounded, it looks. as if there is 
not much need to appoint a successor. It scarcely requires a 
separate Minister.of Cabinet rank to attend to the affairs of 
the Crown Colonies and the Protectorates. The Tinea states that 
the Dominions have for some time urged that, “having attained 
an international status,” their affairs in London should no longer 
be controlled by the Colonial Office. It is suggested that a Domin- 
ious Department be constituted under the Lerd President of the 
Council, who should act as the intermediary between the Dominions 
and the: British Government. ‘Ehere is every reason to believe, 
it 49 stated, that this proposal hae been officially considered, and 
if adopted the function of the Colonial Office would be reduced 

to the comparatively modest dimensions already mentioned. 
-Inall essentials the great Colonies already possess complete 
self-government. Not oaly,do they entirely ceatrol their own 
internal affairs, Lut practically they tix their own fiscal and foreign 
policy. Their individual status has been brought into prominence by 
their separate representation in the League of Nations. Canada is 
desirous of having her own Ambassador at Washington,-and it may 
be that other Colonies are similarly ambitious, though all have 
agreed to defor the question until itcan be considered, presumably 
in 1ts relation to the whole Imperial structure, at the Conference of 
Premiers. Still, with all the Dominions loyal tothe common link, a 
Department in the Mother Country is essential, and the question 
arises, What advantage is te gained by substituting a new Depart- 
ment for the Colonial! Office? The proposed new. branch of the 
Micistry, whether called by the name of the Dominions Department 
or any other, would be, in ‘fact, the Colonial Office. Probably ita 
personnel would.be recruited largely from the Celonial Office staff 
as the most practised in that department of affairs. As to~the 
change of Ministers, how would the dignity of the Dominions be 

_ better consulted by making their affairs an additional function of 
one Minister, instead of being in the hands of s Minist&r specially 

~reservod for that purpose? Un tho face of things it looks as if the 
chief result would be to saddle the overburdened taxpayer st Home 
with the cost of two Departments instead of one. Is it quite certain 
thas the Colonies desire this alteration? There may be mora.con- 

--,sidezations involved than appear from the preliminary. announc 
ment, but unless such is the case the change suggests the kind of 
reform that is e synonym for needlesaexpenditure, - of 


kong has teceivad as a con- 
sequence, the Colony being 
painted as a placa where slavery 
is tolerated and the labour of 
little children» shamefully  ex- 
ploited. If this suggested reform 
af the Colonial Office be effected, 
we may possibly hope to see more 
attention given to Hongkong at 
Home, with 8 consequent 
better understanding of its 
position and its affairs.

no action will be taken agains: 
the ordinary custom in the case 
of launches. I: ia nos indicated 
who the particular sinners are, 
and we are wondering whether 
the long-standing practice of 
honouring well-known departing 
residents by the firing of crackers 
fram their offices is now placed 
in jeopardy. We have certainly 
had quite a lo; of it of late, but
